In Rbeto- 
rick, Tragedy, Comedy, and all®other Kinds of Poetry, 
where the *Paffions are either deribed or vented, it is 
never oniittéd, anlefs. tor warit'oF a modifh Génius in 
the Author. “The Law gives it great Countenaiye, by 
Cuftom and the Practice of the Courts. Phy/irians allow 
of ftrong Exclamations, and thé frée Exercife of von, 
gate in moft Cafes, ipernity where the Diftemper is Cro- 
nical, The’ neweft Di e admits of ic ; efpecially in 
that Part which is called The Application. Not is it of 
lefs ufe in modern Hiffory, whenever the grand Rule is 
duly obferv’d, Of re'ating Fatts for the fake of Charaéters. 

Upon thefe Recommendations it is that a confiderable 
Se& now in Great Britain, whiéh for the future I thall 
diftinguifh by the Appellation of the Nominals, have with 
fo much Encouragement and Succefs introduc’d this vo- 
cal Artamong-us. It has indeed been objected, that the 
Doétrine of the Nominals is deliver’d in fuch Terms as 
are notorious Signs of a bad Caufe ; but I do not fee 
how this can poflibly affeé&t thofe, who never yer difco- 
ver'd the leaft Inclination to be engag’d: in a good one.

invented by Anj/fotle, and feemsdefign’d to promote that 
great Ornament of Modern Learning, Brevity ; fo it 
never deferts its Profeflors ; for when al] other Topicks 
are exhaufted, this is their never-failing Refuge and laft 
Refort. Hence all agers and that obfolete 
Term in old Philofophy, called a Nonplus, are of no ufe 
before a Mafter of this Science; who is upon all Subjects 
in fo fair way to Conqueft, that ‘tis odds but his Anta- 
gonift, after a Word or two in the way of Reply (for 
this fort of Logick confifts chiefly in fingle Terms) is 
fhamefully reduced to that wretched Abfurdity, the Avgu- 
mentum B, ilinum, or Repartee f the Cudgel.
